creases, mo re and mo re perso ns can 
be ex pected to reach the age when 
the co nditio n dev elo ps; co nsequ ently 
the nu m ber o f cases is o n the rise. 
B u t o u r scientists are keeping pace 
so th a t to day the phy sician can 
« elect a remedy fro m the v ariety 
av ailable. 
Tru e Parkinso n’s is mo re co mmo n 
in men and mo st v ictims are be­ 
tween 50 and 70 y ears o f age. It be­ 
gins so insidio u sly th a t the m ajo rity 
are u nable to recall when the co ndi­ 
tio n started. Early signs are slight 
stiffness o f the arms and legs, m u s­ 
cu lar weakness, and infrequ ent ey e 
blinking. Later, there is a rhy thm ic 
pill-ro lling trem o r o f the hands and 
o ften co nstant no dding o f the head. 
Stiffness and rigidity o f the mu scles 
leads to palsy and tho se in the head, 
neck, back, and ex tremities are fa­ 
v o red.

mu scles smo o ths o u t the natu ral 
wrinkles, pro du cing an emo tio nless, 
mask-like ex pressio n which is ac­ 
centu ated by the apparent staring

The disease pro gresses slo wly and 
after m any y ears the tru nk bends 
fo rward and the bo dy seems to 
mo v e as a who le so th a t in tu rning 
it shifts to the left o r right. Mo v e­ 
m ents are slo w and the gait is shu f­ 
fling, with sho rt steps. Hand tre ­ 
mo rs are co arse and u su allv are 
made wo rse by emo tio nal u psets bu t 
shaking sto ps tem po rarily du ring 
v o lntary mo v ements. In tim e the 
v o ice beco mes hesitant and mo no ­ 
to no u s. Occasio nally these indiv i­ 
du als are labeled stu tterers; so me 
canno t u tter a wo rd. Inv o lv ement o f 
the respirato ry mu scles m ay pro du ce 
sno rting o r gru nting so u nds. The 
skin is u nu su ally o ily and perspira­ 
tio n is pro fu se. 
There is no cu re y et mu ch can be 
do ne to arrest the pro gress o f the 
co nditio n and allev iate sy mpto ms. 
Many o f the remedies are directed 
against m u scu lar rigidity and they 
inclu de hy o scine. artane. caram i-

So me o f these 
co mpo u nds wo rk better th an o thers 
bu t w’hen the patient respo nds there 
is impro v ement in v o ice, po stu re, 
walk, trem o r, and facial ex pressio n.

The Negro Vote 
Prio r to the Civ il W ar, the Negro 
pro blem was limited to the So u th, 
in the sense th a t the Negro po pu la­ 
tio n was co ncentrated there. In the 
N o rth, there was an intellectu al 
and emo tio nal repso nse to the in­ 
stitu tio n o f slav ery . The war was 
o stensibly fo u ght o v er the co nstitu ­ 
tio nal issu e o f state so v ereignty and 
the right o f a state to secede fro m 
the u nio n. The realistic issu e was 
a 
stru ggle between No rth and So u th 
o v er co nflicting eco no mic sy stems. 
In 1952. the Negro pro blem is u ni­ 
v ersal in the U nited States becau se 
w hereas in the So u th, it again raises 
the co nstitu tio nal qu estio n o f the 
so v ereignty o f each state in the 
u nio n, in the N o rth and West, it 
inv o lv es the po litical co ntro l o f each 
state. 
In the fo llo wing states, the differ­ 
ence between the Repu blican and 
Demo cratic parties ran fiv e per cent 
o r u nder in 1948: New Yo rk, Rho de 
Island, Pennsy lv ania, New Jersey , 
Delaware, M ary land.

Fo r instance, in New 
Yo rk State, which Dewey carried by 
the tip o f hi* no se, u nder o ne per 
cent, the Negro es co nstitu te o v er 
six per cent o f the po pu latio n. Ev en 
granting th at they will no t all v o te 
a* Negro es, the figu res stir po li­ 
ticians to regard the Negro as a 
balance in the electio n.

In this article, there is no discu s­ 
sio n o f general principles, o f right 
o r wro ng, o f any philo so phy o f life. 
Here, o nly po litical mechanics is 
being co nsidered. The decisio n o f 
bo th po litical parties is to seek to 
gain and ho ld the N o rthern Negro 
v o te in critical state« a t any co st 
and to make any sacrifices necessary 
fo r it.

Sy mingto n is a cro ny o f Co mm u n­ 
ist*. as well as blo o d-so aked cap­ 
italist, becau se a Co mmu nist, o ne 
William Sentner, o nce headed the 
Emerso n u nio n lo cal. Sy mingto n o f 
co u rse nev er play ed go lf with S ent­ 
ner. Bu t, as president o f Emerco n 
Electric, he did deal w ith Sentner 
o n labo r m atters. Legally , he had 
no cho ice. Su ch fine po ints, ho wev er, 
do no t co ncern Sen. Kem, and they 
are no t likely to co ncern Sen.

Soviet All-Union Congress 


International observers will pay special attention 
to the address of Deputy Premier Malenkov at the gen­ 
eral congress of the Soviet All-Union Communist 
party, scheduled to open in Moscow on October 5. 
Malenkov will be giving the report of the Central 
Committee of the party, thus playing a role in which 
Premier Stalin has heretofore been oast. Stalin read 
the organizational report in 1923 and 1924, the political 
report in 1925, 1927, and 1930, and the report of the 
Central Committee in 1934 and 1939. 
Selection of Malenkov to give the report does not 
necessarily m ean that he is being groomed to succeed 
Stalin, who will be 73 in December. It is true that 
Malenkov has the ranking position on the Central 
Commltee's Secretariat next to Stalin. Malenkov Is 
also a member of both the Politburo, which makes 
policy for Russian and world communism, and the 
Orgburo, charged with “the general direction of or­ 
ganization work." But so is Deputy Premier Molotov, 
generally considered Malenkov’s chief rival for the 
power that is Stalin’s. 
Malenkov's principal Politburo ally, him self oc­ 
casionally mentioned as heir for Stalin, is Lavrenti 
Berla, commissar for internal affairs and thus com ­ 
mander of the feared secret police. Aligned with Molo­ 
tov is Marshal Bulganin, considered to represent the 
political interests of the armed services. 


Apart from speculation on the succession in the 
Communist hierarchy, which may indeed be smoothed 
out at the congress, the interest in Malenkov’s speech 
will center on what he has to say about international 
affairs. It was a similar speech of Stalin at the last 
previous party congress- in March 1939—that gave 
the world the first hint of the possibility of a Ger- 
m an-Russian accord such as that which was con­ 
cluded in August of that year. 
Stalin’s speech on that occasion noticeably lacked 
invective against Germany and Japan, though those 
two aggressor nations had already been linked in an 
anti-Comintern treaty. #The press of the Western 
democracies, according to Stalin, had been trying to 
•‘arouse the fury of the Soviet Union agaiast Germany 
to poison the atmosphere and provoke a conflict w ith­ 
out apparent cause." 
In the non-intervention policy of Great Britain, 
France, and the United States, Stalin charged In 1939, 
was “revealed the desire not to interfere with and 
prevent aggressors from com m itting their black deeds 
—not to prevent Japan, for instance, from getting tied 
up In a war with China, still better, with the USSR; 
pot to prevent Germany, for instance, from getting 
stuck In European affairs or getting tied up in war with 
the Soviet Union—but to let war participants get tied 
up deeply in war, to encourage them in this silently, 
to let them grow weak and exhaust each other, and 
later on, when they are sufficiently weak, to enter upon 
the scene with fresh strength—but, of course, ‘in the 
interests of peace’—and dictate to the weakened par­ 
ticipants in war on their own conditions. Both cheaply 
and sweetly." 
Stalin’s 1939 speech started a brief flurry of rumors 
of a rapprochement between Germany and Russia. 
Post-World War II investigations have disclosed that 
German diplomats acted on Stalin’s hints, asked what 
he m eant by them , and entered into the negotiations 
that brought about the August 1939 pact. 
In addition to hearing party leaders, delegates to 
the forthcom ing Congress will adopt a new five-year 
p la n —already announced and in operation—adopt new 
rules on party m em bership and discipline, and merge 
the Politburo and Orgburo into a new Presidium of the 
C entral Com m ittee. Also the C entral Com m ittee will 
have to be reconstituted, for a t least 17 members have 
died since 1939, and 52 others have “dropped from pro­ 
minence." 


North Pole? Ho Hum 


Part of a press tour staged by the Air Force to 
the great new air base at Thule, in northwestern 
Greenland, was a trip to the North Pole. Newsmen 
were loaded into a heated, pressurized C-54, which rose 
sm oothly from the new landing strip at this northern­ 
most base and headed north. 
C orrespondents were told they had four hours and 
more of sitting to do before the Pole would be reached 
and were urged to m ake them selves com fortable. 
As they neared their objective, th e navigator began 
to toll the rising latitudes, the Pole, of course, being 
latitude 90. Generations who read of th e agonies su f­ 
fered by Admiral Robert Peary nearly a half century 
ago in his trek to the Pole afoot and by dog sled m ight 
have expected some suspenseful prose to come out of 
this first press junket. 
Here was a navigational pinpoint which people 
have come to use as a comparative for the un­ 
approachable. 
A pparently the newsm en tried th eir best, but 
circum stances were rigged against them. Most of them 
were hardly awake after hours of the com fortable 
drone of the engines and th e m onotonous lcescape. 
T he in stan t of passage over the Pole barely m ade a 
dent in a tense bridge game. 
The trouble was. it was routine In the most 
monotonous sense of the word. More enthusiasm was 
shown in the filed dispatches for a steak dinner that 
was served after the plane turned back toward Thule. 
In other times and other circumstances there 
wo”id probably have been a different spirit about the 
whole incident. If the newsmen had footed it the last 
50 miles, they would have appreciated the accomplish­ 
ment. But polar flights are now old stuff.

Tremor And Rigid Muscles 


In Parkinson’s disease (shaking 
palsy, paralysis agitans, or parkin­ 
sonism), certain vessel* of the brain 
are hardened as a result of the 
aging process. As 
longevity 
In­ 
creases, more and more persons can 
be expected to reach the age when 
the condition develops; consequently 
the number of cases is on the rise. 
But our scientist* are keeping pace 
so that today the physician can 
select a remedy from the variety 
available. 
True Parkinson's is more common 
in men and most victims are be­ 
tween 50 and 70 years of age. It be­ 
gins so insidiously that the majority 
are unable to recall when the condi­ 
tion started. Early signs are slight 
stiffness of the arms and legs, mus­ 
cular weakness, and infrequent eve 
blinking. Later, there is a rhythmic 
pill-rolling tremor of the hands and 
often constant nodding of the head. 
Stiffness and rigidity of the muscles 
leads to palsy and those in the head, 
neck, back, and extremities are fa­ 
vored. 
Tightening ' of 
th# 
facial 
muscles smooths out the natural 
wrinkles, producing an emotionless, 
mask-like expression which is ac­ 
centuated by the apparent staring 
of the eyes. 


The disease progresses slowly and 
after many years the trunk bends 
forward and the body seems to 
move as a whole so that in turning 
it shifts to the left or right. Move­ 
ments are slow and the gait is shuf­ 
fling, with short steps. Hand tre­ 
mors are coarse and usually are 
made worse by emotional upsets but 
shaking stops temporarily during 
volntary movements. In time the 
voice becomes hesitant and mono­ 
tonous. Occasionally these indivi­ 
duals are labeled stutterers; some 
cannot utter a word. Involvement of 
the respiratory muscles may produce 
snorting or grunting sounds. The 
skin is unusually oily and perspira­ 
tion la profuse. 
There is no cure yet much can be 
done to arrest the progress of the 
condition and alleviate symptoms. 
Many of the remedies are directed 
against muscular rigidity and they 
include hyoscme, artane, carami- 
p h e n, 
hydrochloride, 
myanesln, 
benadryd. and W-483 (called lysi- 
vane by the British). Some of these 
compounds work better than others 
but when the patient responds there 
is improvement in voice, posture, 
walk, tremor, and facial expression. 


The 
over-all 
picture 
deserves 
consideration. These patients ought 
to ba encouraged to help them­ 
selves by performing tasks in keep­ 
ing with their abilities. Drugs that 
combat lassitude have a tonic in­ 
fluence and may mean the differ­ 
ence between helplessness and acti­ 
vity. Artane is said to have this ef­ 
fect by 
producing some 
mental 
stimulation; 
the 
victim 
becomes 
more lively, cheerful, and energetic. 
Combinations of the various drugs 
often are more effective than one. 
The Parkinson syndrome also may 
follow diseases such as influenza 
and encephalitis. This phenomenon 
was first noted after the 1918 epi­ 
demic of the flu. Other cases are 
on a toxic basis and have been 
traced to poisoning from carbon 
monoxide and various metals.

The Negro Vote 
Prior to the Civil War, the Negro 
problem was limited to the South. 
in the sense that the Negro popula­ 
tion was concentrated there. In the 
North, there was an intellectual 
and emotional rep.sonse to the in­ 
stitution of slavery. The war was 
ostensibly fought over the constitu­ 
tional issue of state sovereignty and 
the right of a state to secede from 
the union. The realistic issue was a 
struggle between North and South 
over conflicting economic systems, 
In 1952, the Negro problem is uni­ 
versal in the United States because 
whereas in the South, it again raises 
the constitutional question of the 
sovereignty of each state in the 
union, in the North and West, it 
involves the political control of each 
state. 
In the following states, the differ­ 
ence between the Republican and 
Democratic parties ran five per cent 
or under in 1948: New York, Rhode 
Island, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware. Maryland. Michigan, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois Wisconsin, Iowa, 
South 
Dakota, 
Wyoming, 
Idaho, 
Oregon, California and Nevada. 


In thowe state*, therefore, the 
shave was close and the parties

regard 
any 
group that might vote as a bloc 
as 
tremendously 
important, 
quite apart from any question 
of right or wrong. 


In some of these states, the Negro 
population runs higher than the 
difference between the parties in 
the 1948 vote. For instance, in New 
York State, which Dewey carried by 
the tip of his nose, under one per 
cent, the Negroes constitute over 
six per cent of the population. Even 
granting that they will not all vote 
as Negroes, the figures stir poli­ 
ticians to regard the Negro as a 
balance in the election. 
In New 
York City, such a balance of power 
can actually be established in the 
voting 
nativities 
during

years, particularly if to the Negro 
vote is added the Puerto Rican vote. 
In a state like Maryland, where 
the difference between the two par­ 
ties ran Just over one per cent, the 
Negro population runs close to 17 
per cent. Similar aituations exist 
in Delaware, Illinois, and Michigan. 


Before Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
what is generally railed the 
Negro vote was Republican. It 
was 
Mrs. 
Eleanor 
Roosevelt, 
David Niles and Fiorello La- 
Guardla who specialized In ser­ 
vices for the Negro. It is true

that Governor Thomas E. Dewey 
and Senator Irving Ives realized 
the enormity of the competition. 
They put the New York FE PC 
through

started that ball rolling. It won 
for them personal popularity 
among the Negroes, which, how­ 
ever, has not passed from those 
individuals to the Republican 
party. 


President Harry Truman, although 
of Southern predHeetlorn. recog­ 
nized the value of the Northern 
Negro to the Democratic party. He 
went further than Roosevelt in cul­ 
tivating the Negro. On the issue of 
FEPC. which he calla civil rights, 
he split his party, risking the ire 
and opposition of the Southern 
Democrats. 
Nothing in Trum an’s 
career to his Presidency indicates 
any particular love for the Negro. 
As a politician, in office, he recog­ 
nized a bonanza when he saw it. Of 
Roosevelt’s entourage, the only per­ 
son that he retained was David 
Niles, who had handled the so­ 
called minorities for Roosevelt. Niles 
was a Harry Hopkins protege and 
wa* equally cynical and opportun­ 
istic. 
In this article, there is no discus­ 
sion of general principles, of right 
or wrong, of any philosophy of life. 
Here, only political mechanics is 
being considered. The decision of 
both political parties is to seek to 
gain and hold the Northern Negro 
vote in critical state* at any cost 
and to make any sacrifices necessary 
for It. 
The Democrats have re­ 
nounced the history of their party, 
basic principles of States Rights, 
and have undoubtedly destroyed the 
Solid South as a political entity. The 
Republicans cannot match that, but 
they are hoping that they can wean 
the Negro back to their bosom. 
Where differences between the 
parties in 1948 were only one or two 
per cent, a slight shift in the Negro 
vote may change the entire election. 


The Negro is the only large 
group of voters who is still re­ 
garded as voting racially. The 
Jewish vote hardly exists: it will 
be found in 1952 that the dis­ 
tricts in which Jews prevail will 
not be different from districts 
in the same city where Jews are 
scarce. The so-called German 
vote does not exist. The labor 
vote was wholly disproved in the 
Taft campaign in Ohio in 1950.

(“Then naturally Mr. Symington 
wishes that Gen. Eisenhower will 
be elected?” “Heavens no. He is

opponent. Gov. Adlai Stevenson ”) 
Throughout his Senate service, 
the

incumbent, 
Sen. 
James P 
Kern, has bitterly and 
consistently 
opposed

for. Kern even voted against the 
North Atlantic Treaty. 
( ‘Then, one assumes, Kern is op­ 
posing Eisenhower and Eisenhower 
is opposing Kern?”

One can hardly blame him. It 
must be an unpleasant experience 
for a man of hitherto distinguished

al bankers. These three charges 
against Symington provide typical 
examples of a political technique 
which is now widely practiced. The 
object of this technique Is simply 
to confuse the voters, to raise “the 
big doubt’’ in their minds. 
Kern And McCarthy 
Symington sold his stock in the 
Emerson 
Electric 
Company,

which he had been president, when 
he entered public office. H** did so 
in order to avoid charges of favor­ 
ing his old company. But the stock 
had increased in value during Sym­ 
ington’s term as president of the 
company— and so Symington is a 
war profiteer. 
Symington is a crony of Commun­ 
ists, as well as blood-soaked cap­ 
italist, because a Communist, one 
William Sentner, once headed the 
Emerson union local. Symington of 
course never played golf with Sent­ 
ner, But, as president of ESnercon 
Electric, he did deal with Sentner 
on labor matters. Legally, he had 
no choice. Such fine points, however, 
do not concern Sen. Kern, and they 
are not likely to concern Sen. Jo­ 
seph R. McCarthy, whom Kern ha* 
invited to campaign for him in Mis­ 
souri. 
Symington Is a stooge of British 
international bankers because he 
oncq rented a house from a British 
banker, one Sir William Wiseman. 
Wiseman is supposed to have select­ 
ed Symington as his chosen instru­ 
ment to “punish” Kern for his “pro- 
American” record 
Actually. Sym­ 
ington never laid eyes on this “sin­ 
ister figure.” 
This is enough to suggest the na­ 
ture of Sen. Kerns special political 
technique. The whole business is 
amusing enough in some ways, what 
with Kerns remarkable agility in 
the attack, and the dazed condition 
of the novice Symington. But. a* 
Symington says, “Win. lose, or draw, 
I'm through—this is the last time 
I run for anything.” 
If the sort of thing described 
above becomes accepted practice in 
American politics. It will soon be im­ 
possible to persuade men of repu­ 
tation and principle to run for pub­ 
lic office. And this Is not amusing. 
Fortunately — and 
fortunately 
especially for Gen. Eisenhower, if 
he is elected — knowledgeable ob­ 
servers here believe that all Kerns 
frantic agility will do him little good 
in November. They believe that the 
popular 
Eisenhower has a slim, 
fighting chance to carry normally 
Democratic Missouri. But they also 
believe that when it comes to Kern, 
the pro-Eisenhower voters will split 
their ticket. This suggests that the 
voters may be smarter than poli­ 
tician* like Kern think they ara.

Only the most foolhardy would 
attem pt to drive a car without first 
learning as much as possible about 
how to run it. Yet the majority 
blithely breeze through life with, at 
best, with only the slimmest know­ 
ledge of how to use the human body 
and therefore suffer the inevitable 
result: a crack-up in health and 
beauty. 
Your health and beauty are apt 
to start to crumble in just little 
ways, one compounding another 
until suddenly your massive misuse 
results in massive ruin.

Consider the matter of how to 
carry your shoulders. (If you err in 
this, good posture is impossible;

your shoulders back—back as far 
as possible.”

Note how tense and awk­ 
ward you look with arms hanging 
behind instead of alongside your 
body, shoulder blades crowding each 
other and your head Jutting for­ 
ward.

ungainly, 
this position leads to a serious sway 
back or lordosis. 
Now rotate your shoulders for­ 


ward and try to’' touch your ears 
Hold for a moment, let them droop 
relaxed and inspect this new posi- 
sition. 
Does 
your s houlder Joint, 
where your arm hinges to the 
body, fall slightly forward while 
your upper beck lies flat? If so, you 
can be sure you’ll never have round 
shoulders if you make this your ha- 
bital posture. This is the only natur­ 
al and correct position for your 
shoulders. 
But. if your upper back is rounded 
like a big C, you are afflicted with 
a true round-shouldered condition, 
stemming from hunching tactics.

Sit on the floor with your back 
against a wall, arms extending in 
front of you at shoulder level.

State May Study 
Heart Ailments 
In Industry 


Police, Firemen List 
Legislative Program 


The Legislative Council of th« 
G eneral Assembly will be asked to 
sponsor a study of heart ailm ents as 
an industrial accident disease in 
M aryland. 
Senate M inority Leader R obert 
B. Kimble promised mem bers of the 
Cumberland Fire D epartm ent he 
will ask the Council to institute such 
a survey. 
Capt. Vincent Wegman, represent­ 
ing the departm ent, had pointed out 
th a t h eart disease, which is virtu­ 
ally an occupational ailm ent for 
fire fighters, is not includrd among 
occupational diseases recognized by 
the State Industrial Accident Com­ 
mission. 
Will Present Plan 
Charles M. See, chairm an of tha 
delegation, suggested th a t a form al 
request for a study of h ea rt diseases 
in M aryland industry be forwarded 
to the Council, but Kim ble volun­ 
teered to present the issue person­ 
ally. He said, however, th a t the 
study should cover all workers and 
not only firemen. 
This was one of a num ber of 
points in a legislative program sug­ 
gested by th e Fire D epartm ent a t 
a m eeting w ith the Allegany County 
Delegation this week. 
Firem en also asked th a t retire­ 
m ent be possible after 25 years of 
service or a t age 55 and m andatory 
a t 60. The m en were asked to secura 
an actuarial study, so details of th® 
cost to the city would be available. 
Since the firemen joined the S tate 
R etirem ent System last year, any 
change in th e present status would 
require an am endm ent to the stat® 
pension law^ 
W’ant Boost Frozen 
The firem en also asked 48 hour® 
off after each shift change. A t pres­ 
ent. th e m en work five 10-hour day 
shifts, followed by 24 hours off. 
Firem en said the change would re­ 
duce hours on the job frcwn about 
300 a m onth to about 250. 
They estim ated four m ore m en 
would have to be hired to work th® 
ex tra hours. 
On salary, the firemen asked th a t 
the 10 per cent wage boost grant­ 
ed by the city recently be m ade pa rt 
of the basic salary scale and th a t 
the wages of the fire chief be th® 
same as th e police chief. 
Pay checks every other Tuesday 
were also asked. Firem en said th® 
only cost to the city would be th® 
cost of m aking up two more pay­ 
rolls. 
' 
Police L isu Want* 
T he Police D epartm ent subm it­ 
ted three requests through Joseph 
H. Stitcher, spokesman. 
T he first request was for th. 
freezing into the base pay the re­ 
cent 10 per cent wage increas® 
granted by th e city. 
Pay checks every other Thursday 
was the second request. 
The m ajor point in the program 
was the request for a cut in th® 
work weeks from 48 to 40 hours. 
Police reported the plan requires 
eight additional men, but said only 
six more will actually be needed 
since two additional patrolm en hav® 
been hired recently. Cost to the city 
was estim ated as about $19 ,404. 
The men pointed out th a t they 
agreed to forego the recent wag® 
Increase if their week were cut to 
the 40 hours worked by street, w ater 
and clerical workers.

State May Study 
Heart Ailments 
In Industry 


Police, Firemen List 
Legislative Program 


The Legislative Council of the 
General Assembly will be asked to 
sponsor a study of heart ailment* as 
an industrial accident disease in 
M aryland. 
Senate M inority Leader Robert 
B Kimble promised members of th e 
Cumberland Fire 
D epartm ent he 
will ask the Council to institute such 
a survey. 
Capt. Vincent Wegman. represent­ 
ing the departm ent, had pointed out 
th a t heart disease, which is virtu­ 
ally an occupational ailm ent for 
fire fighters, is not includ' d among 
occupational diseases recognized by 
the State Industrial Accident Com­ 
mission. 
Will Present Plan 
Charles M. See, chairm an of the 
delegation, suggested th a t a formal 
request for a study of heart diseases 
in M aryland industry be forwarded 
to the Council, but Kimble volun­ 
teered to present the issue person­ 
ally. He said, however, th a t the 
study should cover all workers and 
not only firemen. 
This was one of a num ber of 
points in a legislative program sug­ 
gested by th e Fire D epartm ent a t 
a m eeting w ith the Allegany County 
Delegation this week. 
Firem en also asked th a t retire­ 
m ent be possible after 25 years of 
service or a t age 55 and m andatory 
at 60. The m en were asked to secure 
an actuarial study, so details of the 
cost to the city would be available. 
Since the firem en joined the S tate 
R etirem ent System last year, any 
change in th e present status would 
require an am endm ent to the state 
pension law. 
Want Boost Frozen 
The firem en also asked 48 hour* 
off after each shift change. At pres­ 
ent, th e men work five 10-hour day 
shifts, followed by 24 hours off. 
Firem en said the change would re­ 
duce hours on the Job from about 
300 a m onth to about 250. 
They estim ated four more men 
would have to be hired to work the 
extra hours. 
On salary, the firemen asked th a t 
the IO per cent wage boost g ran t­ 
ed by the city recently be made p art 
of the basic salary scale and th a t 
the wages of the fire chief be the 
same as the police chief. 
Pay checks every other Tuesday 
were also asked. Firemen said the 
only cost to the city would be th# 
cost of m aking up two more pay­ 
roll*. 
Police List* Want* 
T he Police D epartm ent subm it­ 
ted three requests through Joseph 
H. Stitcher, spokesman. 
T he first request was for th^ 
freezing into the base pay the re­ 
cent 
IO per cent wage increase 
granted by th e city. 
Pay checks every other Thursday 
was th e second request. 
The m ajor point in the program 
was the request for a cut in the 
work weeks from 48 to 40 hours. 
Police reported the plan requires 
eight additional men, but said only 
six more will actually be needed 
since two additional patrolm en have 
been hired recently. Cost to the city 
was estim ated as about $19,404. 
The men pointed out th a t they 
agreed to forego the recent wage 
increase if their week were cut to 
the 40 hours worked by street, w ater 
and clerical workers.
